Why Not a Holiday? 

“Get away from your work and take a holiday” is u prescription fre- 
quently handed out by members of the medical profession to the jaded city 
office worker. The advice is usually based on the prediction that the 
eternal grind of routine ‘work day in and day out, week after week and 
month after month has impaired the nerves and that change of scenery and 
new activities is all that is required to steady the nerves and tone up the 
flagging system. 

Excellent advice unquestionably, but surely as applicable to the man 
and the woman on the farm and to the small town or village merchant or 
worker as to the denizens of the larger centres. 

As a matter of fact the former to-day are probably in greater need 
of the recuperative benefits of change of scene than are the latter for the 
very good reason that no one has sustained a continuous barrage of hard 
knocks and trying conditions more than the man on the land and his family 
who have withstood a tremendous and prolonged siege aganist the com- 
bined forces of economic and agricultural depression. 

The farmer and his wife and the occupants of the small towns and 
villages have been the shock troops of a terrific encounter with over- 
whelming forces for a long period. They have been the closest to the con- 
flict and have borne the brunt of the fray for a term of weary years. 

No one can undergo such a lengthy strain without feeling some de- 
leterious effects on the nervous system and the physical frame and it would 
be more than surprising if tempers have not become frayed and health, 
if not visibly impaired, at least threatened under such an ordeal. 

Such being the case, it is not at all amiss to suggest that the time 
has come when the workers on the prairies should plan to take a well 
earned holiday this summer, even if it has to be limited to a week. True, 
it may be difficult to arrange for the necessary care for livestock and other 
things which must be provided for in the absence of the family from home, 
but such obstacles can usually be overcome with a little ingenuity and 
planning. 

Objection might also be raised that it costs money to go away on a 
vacation and that there is so little of this commodity available as a result 
of the pressure of economic conditions of the past few years. Perfectly 
true, but here again the difficulty is not insuperable, except perhaps in ex- 
treme cases for, under present day circumstances it is possible to contrive 
a holiday with very little expense. ¥ 

For the majority of prairie residents the conveyance problem is al- 
ready solved. There are few who do not either own or can. get the use of 
a car or truck, even though it may be of ancient vintage; and where 
these are not available there is at least a wagon and team. 

A car and a tent or a truck or wagon and tarpaulin available, the 
twin problem of transport and temporary housing are solved. As for the 
question of sustenance this also is not difficult of solution on the prairies 
in the summer time. Some comestibles can be carried along on the trip and 
others can be procured from small town merchants and farm houses at 
not greater cost than if they were purchased at home. 

About the only additional expense of such a holiday trip is the cost of 
gasoline and oil, if auto or truck is used, and this can be kept within 
reasonable limits if the vacationist curbs the-temptation to travel long dis- 
tances and burn up road mileage at great speed. One does net have to go 
far from home to find new and interesting things and the leisurely pace 
is the one that affords the most beneficial results. 

Such a holiday should yield dividends in improved mental and bodily 
health and i€ may be made to give educational returns to all members of 
the participating famiy. The alert vacationist will inevitably pick up 
some idea on such a tour which he can put to practical use on his return 
home. Contact with new minds will invariably result in broadening the 
outlook on life and incidents and scenes will be absorbed and cherished 
later. Incidentally, and as an aside, a camera, if one is available, may be 
made a valuable adjunct to a vacation trip. 

Much more might be said about the virtues and values of a holiday. 
Suffice it to say that the man and his family who take a little time off for 
a change of scene and use the time sensibly will reap dividends that can- 
not be estimated in dollars and cents, 

Early planning, too, has its advantages. Apart from the pleasure of 
anticipation it will provide, planning ahead will ensure proper provision 
against contingencies and enable the adventure to be taken with Peace of 
mind, an important concomitant of a real vacation.

Necessity Is Shown For 
Improving Quality of Barley 


Grown In 


Further stress was laid at the 
National ‘Barley Committee's meet- 
_ing in ‘Toronto recently on the nec- 
essity of improving the condition of 
western Canada barley before it 
could achieve popularity in the east. 
Tests made on the prairies showed 
farmers knew little of what varieties 
they were producing, it was reported. 

W. E. Blakeman, district seed in- 
spector for the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture, at Winnipeg, 
said samples of seeds taken from 
seed drills of farmers disclosed that 
more than 50 per cent. of the sam- 
ples were barley in the rejected 
grades. 

In his -report as chairman of the 
sub-committee on marketing, T. G. 
Major, of the department of trade 
and commerce, said the principal 
outlets were for malting and feed 
barley, though complaints had arisen 


Prof. R. G. Knox, of the Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph, said 
if growers in tha west wanted a 
better eastern’market for barley, 
they would have to send out @ pro- 
duct free of weed seeds. The great 
prevalence of weed seeds in western 
barley was a serious handicap to its 
sale to Ontario hog-raisers as feed. 

Prof. Knox said he was not aware 
of any cereal grain that would give 
quality of finish in a hog, better 
color of fat and firmness ‘Of finish, 
so well as barley. In Denmark, 
Great Britain, South Africa, and 
other hog-raising countries, barley 
was regarded as the best of aill 
grains for hogs. 

An average of 73 per cent. of Can- 
ada’s total barley production in the 
last five years was fed to livestock 
on, Canadian farms, said a . report 
submitted by W. R. White, chief of 
the feed division of ‘the Dominion 
department of agriculture’s seed 
branch. Corn, the report said, was 
barley’s chief competitor. 

What was required particularly 
for barley, was more educational 
effort concerning its merits as feed 
and better salesmanship in its be- 
half. The weak content in western 
barley was a serious handicap to its 
ready sale, Mr. White said. 

Horses. Bring High Prices 
Keen Bidding By United States And 
Ontario Buyers 

Farm horses, which reached a low 
market value during the depression 
years, are coming back in the pic- 
ture to-day and commanding high 
prices with United States and On- 
tario buyers keen bidders at rural 
sales. 

Some United States buyers have 
paid as high as $600 for heavy work 
teams, and prices, generally, are 
ranging around $350 a team. 

At the Lacombe, Alberta, sales 
808 horses brought $25,810, an aver- 
age of $83, making a new high since 
1928. Last year the Lacombe aver- 
age was $68. The highest price was 
paid by A. Picov, of Audley, Ont., 
whose agent purchased a team for 
$387. Stewart brothers, of Mont- 
real, paid $340 for a team. 

Evidence of the demand for horses 
was provided in an auction sale at 
Galt, Ont., of 34 western farm ani- 
mals of good quality that netted over 
$4,800, with a top price of $435 for a 
pair of geldings. Buyers came from 
all over the district, with many ani- 
mals going to the Niagara penin- 
sula.

Lee Horton, 53, has been farming 
on sixty acres of land’ in Searcy 
County for the last forty years, and 
he has never bought a sock. 

But Horton does not go. sockless. 
He keeps a fiock of sheep, clips the 
wool, and wears homespun socks the 
year round. 

Pursuing his live-at-home pro- 
gram to the limit, Horton says he al- 
ways manages to have a patch of 
wheat, a field of corn, some sorg- 
hum, keeps several hives of bees, a 
few hogs, and has never bought 
during those forty years, in addition 
to socks, any meal, sorghum molas- 
ses, bacon or tobacco. 

A tobacco user all his life, Horton 
raises his own, and has 2,000 twists 
of homespun put away and enough 
weed on hand for an extra thou- 
sand twists when needed. 

Horton declares he started his 
live-at-home program early in life, 
not as a matter of necessity, but for 
convenience. He recalls that his 


family of five children always have 
had plenty of everything. 

‘I am sorry that my forty-year 
record is not perfect,” Horton says.

Anthropologist Claims Mouth, Ears 
And Nose Become Larger 

Indirect proof of the adage that 
women talk more thas men, Dr. 
Ales Hirdlicka, famous anthropolo- 
gist, sald he found female mouths 
are larger than those of men of the 
same height. 

For many years Dr. Hrdlicka has 
studied variations tn facial measure- 
ments in all parts of the world. He 
has examined whites, négroes, In- 
dians and even the remote Eskimos. 

He found that as one grows older 
the ears get larger, the nose becomes 
longer and broader and the mouth 
gets wider. That is why you may 
see an old friend who has been out 
of your life for years and exclaim: 
“Well, you know you've changed 
somehow, but I can’t say just where.” 
In themselves the changes would not 
be significant but in relationship to 
other features they may distort the 
entire remembered picture. 

His findings showed that ‘both the 
nasal breadth and length increase 
during adult life with age, but the 
increase in breadth exceeds some- 
what that in length.” Ears, he said, 
showed a greater increase in length 
than in breadth. The effect of aging 
is .even more noticeable on the 
mouth than on the nose and ears, he 
found. 

Dr. Hrdlicka found that the breadth 
of the nose increased as he shifted 
from cold to hot climates. 


Argentina Fights Locusts 


Trapped In Trenches They Are 
Converted Into Fertilizers 

Locusts, famous for their great 
damage to crops in many parts of 
the world, are to benefit the soil in 
Argentina. There the government's 
agricultural agency is converting the 
dead insects into fertilizers. Argen- 
tina is using it at home and hopes 
to export large amounts to the 
United States. About 4,500 tons of 
locusts have been gathered, dried 
and ground into locust meal fertilizer 
in 1935. The campaign of gathering 
locusts is now on. Long fences of 
sheet iron plates, too high for the 
insects to jump over, have been built 
in Northern Argentina. The “hop- 
pers” strike the barrier and fall into 
trenches from which they are gath- 
ered and shipped to the grinding 
plants. 


Provides Work For Blind 

The blind of Italy have been given 
@ monopoly by the government for 
the manufacture and sale to munici- 
palities and city governments of 
brass dog licenses. Italy boasts of 
having the fewest blind beggars in 
Europe because it makes provisions 
for earning their living. There are

Yields Huge Profit 


British Broadcasting Company Has 
Surplus After Expenses Paid 

Of every $2.50 paid by listeners 
in Britain for radio licenses only 
$1.30 is spent on the broadcasting 
service, The rest goes to the treas- 
ury, the post-office—and the income 
tax collector. 

This fact is revealed in the 
B.B.C.’s report for 1935, just issued. 
It contains, for the first time, com- 
prehensive details of its vast ex- 
penditure. 

Of the $18,400,000 received in 
license fees the post-office and treas- 
ury took $8,205,000. B.B.C. publica- 
tions showed a surprising rise in 
profits of $2,107,880. 

This may seem an enormous sum 
just for putting music and talks on 
the air, but Sir John Reith and thé 
governors found themselves at the 
end of the year with a balance of 
only $154,585 to carry forward. 
Over the whole year the B.B.C. 
handed to charities the record sum 
$557,340. 


Forest Production Higher 

Forest products of British Colum- 
bia produced during 1935 had a value 
of $56,941,000, an increase of nearly 
$11,500,000 over the value for 1934. 
Production was the largest since 
1930 and amounted to a gain of 60 
per cent. over the low year of 1932. 
Prices for lumber and newsprint, the 
two major commodities, were little 
changed, although shingle prices 
rose, 


Third Largest Grain @rop 

Barley is Canada’s third largest 
grain crop. It follows wheat ‘and 
oats, but the barley production is 
usually less than one-quarter that of 
wheat, Barley contains more starch 
and more crude fibre than wheat, but 
@ bushel of barley weighs only 48 
pounds as against 60 of wheat. The 
straw of wheat and of barley are 
similar in composition.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON | 


MARCH 29 
JESUS EXPLAINS THE KINGDOM 


Golden text: They shall come from 
the east and west, and from the 
north and south, and shall sit down 
in the kingdom of God. Luke 13:29. 

Lesson: Luke 13. 


Devotional reading: Isaiah 62:1-7. 


Explanations And Comments 


The Expansive Power of the King- 
dom, Luke 13:18, 19. He said there- 
fore: this “therefore” connects the 
parable with the healing on the Sab- 
bath, just narrated by Luke, or at 
least with verse 10, the teaching in 
the synagogue. “Unto what is the 
kingdom of God like?’ Jesus ques- 
tioned, ‘‘and whereunto shall I liken 
it?” “It is like unto a grain of 
mustard seed, which a man took, and 
cast into his own garden.” In the 
interpretation of the parable, it is 
Israel, God’s own people, where the 
seed was first planted. “And it grew, 
and became a tree.” Ordinarily, but- 
terflies are not. very large, but in 
the northern part of New Guinea 
there are giant’ butterflies whose 
wings measure eleven and a half 
feet in expanse, and are hunted by 
the natives with bow and arrow; so 
the mustard plant is not usually of 
great size, but in Palestine it some- 
times attains a height of ten or 
twelve feet. “And the birds of the 
heaven lodged in the branches there- 
of.” 

The Pervasive Influence of the 
Kingdom, Luke 13:20, 21. Next, 
Jesus compared the kingdom to 
leaven, which a@ woman hid in three 
measures of meal, till it was all 
leavened. The word leaven is de- 
rived from the French lever, to raise; 
it means anything which causes 
fermentation, especially a portion of 
fermenting dough. A measure con- 
tained nearly a peck and a half (Re- 
vised Version), and three measures 
was the usual amount for one bak- 
ing, Gen. 18:6. “Till it was all 
leavened.”” See First Corinthians 5: 
6; Galations 5:9. ‘The thoroughness 
of the leaven’s work is most consol- 
ing. The word of the Kingdom will 
not fail till the whole world is leav- 
ened by it. There is a consummation, 
a victory, when God shall be all in 
all’ (R. F. A. Horton). 

The Parable Warning Against 
False Hopes, Luke 13:22-30. Jesus 
continued on his way to Jerusalem, 
preaching as he went in the cities 
and villages which he passed. “Lord, 
are there few that are saved?” 
someone questioned him on _ that 
journey. Evidently the questioner 
felt sure of his own salvation sim- 
ply because he was a Jew, and ex- 
pected Jesus to answer that Israel, 
and Israel only would be saved. 

Jesus did not answer the question, 
but warned the man against vain 
confidence, bade him look to himself, 
and think about his own entrance in- 
to the Kingdom rather than specu- 
late about the fate of others. “Strive 
to enter in by the narrow door; for

London. — A French spokesman 
said that Locarno members have 
egreed tentatively on a plan to ad- 
just German reoccupation of the 
Rhineland. 

Informed French quarters said the 
provisional plan ‘contains three points 
forming a compromise between the 
British and French viewpoints. 

1. An appeal shall be made to the 
Hague court for decision on the 
Franco-Soviet mutual military assist- 
ance treaty. 

2. Measures shall be taken to pre- 
serve the status of the Rhine zone 
pending arbitration with the possi- 
bility of an international force, per- 
haps British and Italian, to control 
the territory. 

3. Guarantees of mutual assistance 
among remaining Locarno members 
in case of an attack. 


The tentative agreement was 
reached at a session of Locarno 
representatives after the former 


allies had split on the German issue 
at a League of Nations’ council ses- 
sion. 

Direct telephone contact will be 
established between the two cabinet 
sessions. 

Not a dissenting voice was raised 
against the Franco-Belgian resolu- 
tion formally branding Germany a 
treaty violator, but both Great Bri- 
tain and Italy balked at sanctions 
against Germany, breaking with the 
other remaining Locarno members, 
France and Belgium.

Reasonable Access To Mining Pro-

Ottawa. — Promise of reasonable 
access to mining properties by pro- 
viding roads in co-operation with 
the Dominion department of mines. 
and provincial departments was 
made here to the Institute of Min- 
ing and Metallurgy by Hon. C. D. 
Howe, minister of railways and 
canals. 

Mining industry, he told an insti- 
tute luncheon, had grown until. it 
was of second importance in Canada 
as a producer of wealth.

Toronto.—Heavier marketing of 
cattle in Western Canada has been 
shown by stock yard sales for the 
first 11 weeks of 1936, Alex, G. Hall, 
of Canada Packers Ltd. told the 
18th annual meeting of the Eastern 
Canada Livestock Union here. 

Exports to the United States of 
beef cattle also showed an increase 
over the same period of 1985 but 
shipments to the United Kingdom 
had fallen off from 4,781 head in 
1935 to 1,765 up to March 12, 1936, 
Mr. Hall said. 

Sales on stock yards, Mr. Hall 
said, for the period ending March 12 
show a decrease of 12,478 head in 
Toronto and Montreal but an in- 
crease of 19,516 in the western mar- 
kets.

new basis of dominion-provincial 
financial relations. 

Throughout the years since the 
war there has grown up in the Do- 
minion schedules of purely provin- 
cial taxes on commodities of the 
luxury class, on amusements and in 
some instances on hotel and res- 


; taurant. patronage. 


These taxes have been collected 
under the constant possibility that 
embarrassment might be caused if 
the province’s. constitutional right 
to collect’ them were challenged in 
the courts. 

It is now proposed to add to sec- 
tion 92 of the B.N.A., the section 
that deals with particular rights of 
the provinces, a clause giving prov- 
inces indirect taxation rights in re- 
spect of retail commodities other 
than beverages and tobaccos and 
other than those articles sold for 
delivery outside the provinces; also 
in respect of patronage of hotels, 
restaurants, places of amusement 
and entertainment. 

With respect to Dominion-provin- 
cial financing the amendment sought 
will empower the Dominion to guar- 
antee provincial loans and to take 
from the provinces specific security 
in the form of collateral such as 
subsidies annually paid the provinces 
from the Dominion treasury.

Making Bid For Visitors 


Manchoukuo Best Place To View 
Eclipse In June 
‘Manchoukuo is making a bid for 
those who wish to view the 1936 
eclipse. “Manchoukuo is the best 
place in the world from which to 
view the total eclipse visible on June 
19,” says Dr. Issel Yamamoto, the 
famous astronomical expert of Kyoto 
Imperial Univergity. According to 
the professor the line of the eclipse 
will rise from the Mediterranean Sea 
and advance into Siberia, passing 
through part of Turkey to the Cau- 
casus and Central Asia, and thence 
to Lake Baikal along the Siberian 
railway line.
